The  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service  is  the  Iowa  ■unit  of  a  na- 
tion-wide organization  which  is  entrusted  with  the  responsibility  of  operating 
a  standard  statistical  service  for  agriciiLture .     The  Division  of  Agriciiltural 
Statistics  is  a  division  of  the  Iowa  State  Department  of  Agricrilture  working 
in  cooperation  with  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service  of  the  United  States 
Department  of  .Agriculture.     The  year  1939  aiarked  the  one-h\:aidredth  anniversary 
of  tne  collection  of  statistics  of  agriculture  in  the  United  States » 

The  general  program  of  the  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service  is 
to  meet  the  puolic  needs  and  demands  for  summary  data  of  a  historical  nature 
and  for  current  statistical  information  of  agricultural  production  in  Iowa 
and  the  United  States, 

In  recent  years,  there  has  "been  an  increasing  demand  from  agriciiltural 
organizations,  commercial  interests,  teachers,  legislators,  and  county,  State 
and  governmental  agencies  for  agricultural  da,ta  showing  the  trends  of  change 
in  counties.    Little  has  "been  done  in  the  past  to  make  availa.'ble  data  for  each 
county  over  an  extended  loeriod  of  time.    So  urgent  is  the  need  for  county  data 
that  some  organizations  have  assembled  such  information  at  considera.hle  cost. 
It  is  in  response  to  these  needs  that  this  series  is  "being  issued. 

The  county  data  herein  offered  have  teen  assenHed  from  existing  State 
and  Federal  documents  and  reports,  under  the  supervision  of  Korman  V.  Strand, 
State-wide  Work  Projects  Administration  Supervisor  of  Agricultural  Economics 
and  Statistics  Projects.     This  is  a  report  of  work  completed  on  Official 
Project  65-I-72-I55  of  the  Work  Projects  Adjuinistration.    Official  project 
665-72-3-36  furnished  the  ma.terial  for  To'bles  25  and  27. 

The  Iowa  Agricultural  Extension  Service  participated  in  the  preparation  of 
the  materials  in  this  report.     Selected  data  from  the  files  of  the  Iowa  Agri- 
cultural Experiment  Station  have  "been  released  for  puhlication  in  this  sories. 
Special  credit  is  given  to  t"ne  Iowa  assessors  and  tax  officials  who  collect 
data  on  crops  ana  livestocks  as  required  under  the  Icwa  laws.     Without  these 
data  hy  townships  and  counties  detailed  agricultural  statistics  would  "be  less 
accurate  and  loss  complete.

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IOWA  AGRICUI.TURAL  ST4TISTICS  -  SUTLER  COUETY 

Butler  Go-unty  was  originally  a  prrt  of  old  Payette  and  Buchanan  counties. 
It  was  esta'olisiied  with  its  present  l)oundaries  on  January  l^j^lS^l  1  /  >  ^■'^'^ 
was  ns^iied  for  General  William  0.  Sutler,  an  officer  in  the  Revolutionary  V/ar.  2./ 

The  first  white  men  to  settle  in  the  county  were  two  hrothers,  Harrison 
and  Volney  Carpenter — residents  of  Wisconsin — who  came  up  the  Cedar  and  Shell 
Rock  rivers  from  Linn  Couaty  in  IS^O .     They  were  on  a  hunting  and  trapping 
trip  and  liked  the  county  so  well  that  they  "built  a  catin  near  the  present 
site  of  Shell  Rock. 

The  county  was  placed  under  the  jurisdiction  of  Buchanan  Comty  at  first, 
but  later  (1853)        was  attached  to  Black  Hawk  County.     In  105^+  the  co\inty  was 
formally  organized  and  the  county-seat  was  located  at  Coon  G-rove,  ?mich  later 
became  Clarksville.     4  post  office  had  been  established  here  the  previous 
year.    ^/    This  location  was  unpopular  and  a  petition  was  drawn  up  to  remove 
it  to  G-eorgetown  in  I85S.     This  vl  a.cs  ex  isted  on  paper  only  and  the  effort 
was  lost.    The  next  year  an  election  ^jlaced  the  co^unty-seat  at  Butler  Center, 
a  centrally  located  place.     However,  an  injunction  prevented  it  from  functioning 
immediatelj' .     .Another  election  was  held  tne  next  year  which  definitely  awarded 
the  couiit^/-seat  to  Butler  Center,  where  it  rema.ined  tv/enty  years.     In  November , 
1S80,  another  election  was  helc"  :\nd  Allison  won;  the  "count;^  capital"  has  re- 
mained there  since,  h/ 

The  first  railroad  crossed  the  southern  part  of  the  county  in  186^+;  it  was 
called  the  Dubuque  and  Sioi:ix  City  Railroad  but  is  now  the  Illinois  Central. 
Another  railroad,  which  is  now  the  Chicago,  Rock  Island  and  Pacific,  was  built 
through  Shell  Rock  and  Clarksville  in  I87I.  5_/ 

Tho  early  farmers  produced  mostly  wheat,  but  their  constant  cropping 
practices  seriously  depleted  the  soil.    This  condition  led  to  a  decline  in 
wheat    production  and  corn  is  i-ov;  the  principal  crop.     The  county  is  one  of 
the  leading  corn  j^roducers  in  tuo  State.     Dairying  is  also  -m  important 
industry. 

Uew  Hartford,  Parkorsburg,  Aplington  c^md  A.ustinville  are  all  tov/ns  along 
the  Illinois  Central  Railroad  in  the  southern  part  of  the  county.     Thu  tovm 
of  (iustinville  boasted  of  having  a  banlc  with  nearly  $500,000  on  deposit  in 
1535.    The  place  has  about  80  inhabitants.  6/

The  county  is  2k  miles  each  T/ay,  enbracing  577  square  miles    2/»        3^9 > 
2S0  acres.     Of  txiis  amo\:uit ,  353,672  acres  are  listed  as  farm  lands.     S/ .  There 
are  sixteen  townships  of  regtilation  size  and  its  rank  is  twenty-sixth  in  point 
of  size  in  the  State. 

Soils 

The  soils  of  Butler  County  g.re  gjouped  into  four  classes  according  to  txieir 
origin  and  location:  narriely,  drift,  loess,  terrace,  and  swaJDp  an.d  "cottom-land. 
The  drift  soils  cover  Jl ,0  percent  of  the  county  and  are  divided  into  Carrington 
Icams — ^3S'5  percent,  Clyde  loams — 17»5  percent,  I'loyd  silt  lo^-m — b<,6  percent, 
Dickinson  loams — k.S  percent,  Dickinson  loamy  fine  sand — 1.1  percent,  Dodgeville 
loams — 1.9  percent,  and  L indie y  loam — 0,2  percent.     The  loess  soils  cover  3'3 
percent  of  the  area  and  are  divided  into  Tama  loa.ms — 2.7  percent,  and  Jayette 
very  fine  ssjidy  loi'in — 0.6  percent.    The  terrace  soils  cover  12.5  percent  of  the 
surface  and  are  divided  into  O'iJeill  loajms — 6.9  percent,  Wa.ukesha  loams — ^-.9 
percent,  Bremer  silt  loam — O.9  percent,  Fargo  silty  clay  loam — 0,1  percent,  and 
Millsdale  losm — 0.1  percent.     The  swamp  and  hottom-land  soils  cover  12.2  percent 
of  the  surface  and  are  divided  into  Wa.hash  loams — 8^6  percent,  meadow — 3*2  per- 
cent, Cass  sandy  loam — 0o2  percent,  LoJuoure  silty  clay  loam — 0.1  percent,  and 
muck  and  peat — 0.1  percent,  9./ 

Topography 

The  surface  of  Butler  Cc^-ty  is  gently  undulating,  with  a  fey/  scattered 
groups  of  loWf  rounded  hills  rising  a.liove  the  general  level  of  the  plain  in 
several  localities.    Sharply  rolling,  hilly  regions,  several  miles  wide,  occur 
along  Doth  the  northern  and  southern  "borders. 

Throe  main  streams,  the  Shell  Rock  River,  West  Fork  of  the  Cedar  River, 
and  Beaver  Creek  cross  the  coimty  in  a  general  southeasterly  direccion,  thread- 
ing their  channels  through  "broad,  level  bottom-lands,  ranging  from  one-half  to 
two  miles  in  width.     An  intricate  net'vork  of  tributaries  penetrates  every 
section  of  the  land.     G-radurl  slopes  rise  from  the  valleys  to  the  general  level 
of  the  plain  exco;ot_in  the  vicinity  of  the  northern  and  southern  "boundaries, 
where  the  streems  have  c.rved  deeper  channels,  and  created  the  rough,  hilly 
condition  which  prevails  in  these  pl,n,cos.     Drainage  is  entirely  adequate  over 
most  of  the  county;  the  use  of  tile  for  draino,ge  is  necessary  only  on  a  few 
small,  flat  areas.  10/ 

Clima.te 

The  overage  tomperaturo  for  J,k  years  (1896-1330)  was  ko.S  degrees.  The 
average  precipitation  for  I6  :;>-oars  (I91U-I93O)  in  this  county  was  30. 72  inches,

PoDuLation 


The  earliest  settlers  of  Butler  Co-unty  were  mainly  hunters  and  trappers 
attracted  there  by  the  timbered  surface  of  the  land.    However,  with  the  settle- 
ment of  nearby  counties,  agriculturists  gradually  took  claims  in  the  county 
and  permanent  occupation  began.     The  first  census  in  I852  recorded  only  73 
inhabitants,  but  in  iS^o  there  were  2,lUl  residents.     Since  that  time  the  county 
has  enjoyed  a  uniform  and  steady  growth,  even  through  the  critical  years  of 
the  1900's.     Its  population  density  is  30*5  persons  per  square  mile,  as  compared 
with  the  State  density  of  The  following  table  snows  the  number  of  in-

In  1930,  the  foreign  born  a.nd  native  white  of  foreign  born  or  mixed 
parentage  content  of  Butler  County  totnled  7,795  or  44  percent  of  the  entire 
population.    Of  this  number  the  G-ermans  1  ed  with  5,534,  or  7I  percent.  The 
i^etherlanders  ca.me  next  with  about  12  percent,  the  English  had  nearly  4  per- 
cent, and  the  Irish  had  about  3  percent.     Other  nationalities  had  small  re- 
presentations, 16/ 


Cooperatives 


In  1937,  there  were  10  cooperative  institutions  in  oper;.'.tion  in  this 
county — 3  elevators,  5  creameries  and  2  petroleum  plants. 

As  a  whole,  they  had  1,S70  members,  of  wnich  1,532  were  active,  and  2,969 
persons  did  business  with  the  10  concerns.     The  selling  cooperatives  had  a 
business  volume  of  $1,017,589  and.  the  purchasing  cooperatives  transacted  $173,766 
worth  of  business.

The  highest  production  of  apples  was  listed  in  iSSk,  when  37)b53  trees 
"bore  23,813  bushels.     The  year  183^-  was  the  best  for  plums.     In  that  year 
1,877  busnels  Y/ere  raised  from  ^,813  trees.     Grapes  reached  their  peak  pro- 
duction in  1909  when  2,0bS  vines  bore  12,^57  pounds.     This  was  also  the  best 
year  for  cherries;  2,23^  trees  yielded  ^56  bushels.    Peaches  have  never  been 
of  any  consequence.  18/ 

Uote  Regarding  Yields  of  Cr^rn 

The  crop  assessors'  statistical  breakdown  for  corn  acreass  is  as  fol- 
lows;    (1)  all  corn,   (2)  corn  husked  for  grain,   (3)  corn  cut  for  silage,  (U) 
corn  cot  for  fodder  and  (5)  corn  hogged  off.     A.  total  production  is  given  for 
each  farm  which  includes  only  that  actually  husked.     In  getting  county  totals 
of  production,  the  acreage  other  than  that  husked  is  multiplied  by  the  yield 
(derived  b;v  dividing  total  bushels  corn  ausked  cy  total  acres  husked)  and  added 
to  summations  of  individual  farm  productions  shown  as  husked.    This  assiimes  that 
acreage  not  husked  would  nave  produced  the  same  yield  as  that  actually  husked. 

In  153^  3^^'^  193'^.  both  poor  cro\'  years,  separate  estimations  of  corn  yield 
on  acreci.ge  not  husked  were  "lade  by  the  State  assessors'  office  beca.usc  it  was 
felt  that  farmers  in  those  years  would  select  their  best  acreages  for  husking 
and  cut  or  hog  off  the  rest,  which  would  have  a  different  and  lower  yield.  Tiiis 
separate  yield  estimation  was  then  multiplied  by  the  acreage  not  husked  and  the 
total  added  to  that  reported  as  husked. 

This  was  done  by  counties  only  and  not  by  townships.     Tiie  township  yields 
for  these  two  years,  then,  are  somewhat  high  since  they  are  based  only  on  acre- 
age husked  for  grain  and  bushels  husked.     The  total  corn  acreage  is  siiown  by 
township  with  this  yield,  and  any  attempt  to  multiply  it  by  the  acrea.ge  shown 
to  get  total  production  will  result  in  a  too  high  figure.     The  county  summary 
table  figures  for  corn  yield  in  193^  s-^^  193^  have  been  adjusted  for  poorer 
yields  on  that  acreage  hot  husked  and  these  yields  may  legitimately  be  multi- 
plied b,'-  the  acreaeos  shown  there  to  arrive  at  total  productions  for  the  county. 

In  all  other  yes.rs  actual  township  productions  may  be  derived  from  the  yield 
and  acreage  figures  shovm  in  the  tables  since  corn  yield  has  been  assumed  to  be 
equal  in  all  utilizations.     The  county  yield  and  township  yields , are ,, therefore , 
consistent  in  oil  years  except  I93U  and  1936.
